The Virh Contracting Powers, in order to ecnieve the 
obiect of the vreceding article, shell systematically pro- 
mote the cultures] relations between the tv.o countries in the 
fields of learnine, srts, music, literature, cinema, radio 
broadcasting, youth movement, and snorts. 


ARTICT™ IIT 


The nerticulers necsssary for the enforcement of the 
provision of the preceding article shell be decided by dis- 
cussion between the competent sutnorities of the tiigh Con- 


tractine “owers. 


ARTICIE IV 


This Agreement shall be enforced from the date of its
